defeated 4 - 2, 

Councillor Lukay imme- 
diately placed another 
motion on the floor stating 
that it should be established 
that unless 25% of the elec- 
torate turned out for the 
plebiscite, council had no 
obligation to act on its re- 
sults, He felt that this would 
encourage the voters to turn 
out and would also set a 
realistic minimum level for 
interpreting the results, The 
motion was defeated 5 = 1,

KCs agree to donate 
$5,000 to arena fund 


The St, Albert Knights of 
Columbus voted Monday 
night to donate $5,000 to the 
St, Albert and District 
Arena Fund, 

The commitment is the 
first of major proportions 
to be made tothe fund, which 
has a target of $60,000 for 
construction of an arena for 
use next winter, 

In making the announce- 
ment, KC publicity officer 
Paul Shelemy said the KCs 
will work in full co-opera- 
tion with other local service 
clubs to help construct an 
arena, 

It is expected that within 


the next couple of weeks 
another local service club 
will announce a sizeable 
commitment to the fund, 

All monies donated are 
refundable if a start is not 
made on the arena by Jan, 
31, 1970, 

Anyone wishing to donate 
to the fund need only contact 
the Bank of Nova Scotia, 
Bank of Montreal or the 
St. Albert Savings and Cre- 
dit Union, 

All three are acting as 
agencies for the fund, grant- 
ing loans of $100 to anyone 
wishing to donate, The loans 


are repayable in 10 monthly 
instalments of $10,50, 

In the coming weeks a 
concerted drive for funds 
will be under way to ensure 
that minor hockey players 
and figure skaters in St, 
Albert do not have to undergo 
another winter such as this, 

Arenas in the surround- 
ing area, such as at Morin- 
ville and Legal, have not 
missed a day of operation, 

When the Fire Department 
peewee team edged the Legal 
team 4 = 3 Monday night, it 
was 25 below outside and 
zero inside, 


The question uppermost 
on people's minds was ‘‘are 
we going to lose or gain by 
amalgamating’’, No body 
seemed to have a clear cut 
answer, 

On the pro-amalgamation 
side of the ledger are: for 
the time being a possible 
decrease in taxes, lower 
water rates, full-time fire- 
protection and a subsequent 
lower rate on fire insurance, 
improved public transporta- 
tion and a better choice of 
technical personnel, 

Several arguments were 
presented why St, Albert 
should retain its autonomy, 
Mayor Ray Gibbon stated 
that from discussions he has 
had with department of ed- 
ucation officials, there is no 
doubt in his mind that in 
the event St, Albert annexed 
by the City of Edmonton, 
local high school students 
will be bused into Edmonton 
for daily classes. 

Services will also be cut 
in the event of amalgama- 
tion, said the mayor, sing- 
ling out road-grading as one 
service certain to bedimin- 
ished, This remark drew the 
reply from a member of the 
audience ‘‘What road-grad- 
ing?’’ 

The mayor also said that 
the average Edmonton fam- 
ily pays $49,99 per year to 
their Community League, 
while in St, Albert recrea- 


tion is offered at no addi- 
tional cost to the resident, 

Councillor J, Bakker urg 
ed those present to cast an 
‘‘undecided'’ vote ‘in next 
Wednesday’s referendum, 
“It will be well worth our 
while to wait and see what 
happens to Edmonton's taxes 
in a few years, before we 
take a stand one way or an- 
other’’, he said, 

Some members ofthe aud- 
ience seemed to feel amal- 
gamation is inevitable, ‘It's 
no use trying to kid our- 
selves, one man said, 
‘whether we amalgamate 
now or 10 years from now, 
it will eventually happen’, 
Pointing out that St, Albert 
is expected to triple in size 
within 10 years and, Edmon- 
ton, too, will continue to ex- 
pand, the two centres will 
grow together in any event, 
he said,

Comparisons between the 
St, Albert Protestant Separ- 
ate School District #6 (which 
is responsible for the educa- 
tion of all children, other 
than Roman Catholic, in St, 
Albert) and Edmonton School 
District #7 can be made on 
the bases of services, and 
of costs, 


EDUCATIONAL SERVICES 
NORMAL CHILDREN 


For the average or normal 
student there is no doubt that 
the services offered in St, 
Albert are equal or superior 
to those available in Edmon- 
ton, Our teachers are as well 
qualified by prepar ation; 
some, indeed, have left Ed- 
monton to come to St, Albert. 
Perhaps on the average they 
have somewhat less exper- 
ience because ofthe fact that 
the district is only eleven 
years old on comparison 
with Edmonton School Dis- 
trict #7, which was estab- 
lished in 1885, and the limi- 
ted placement policy of the 
district has inhibited the 
recruitment ofteachers with 
extended experience, 

In some ways the services 
offered in St, Albert #6 are 
superior to those in Edmon- 
ton, Our pupil-teacher and 
classroome-teacher ratios 
are lower, permitting more 
individual attention to child- 
ren, Proportionately, we 
have more librarians per 
pupil than does Edmonton, 
and more counsellors, so 
that counselling service is 
available for senior elemen- 
tary pupils in two ofthe three 
schools which offer Grades 
1V to Vl, Oral French is 
available in all Grades from

1V through 1X, In Edmonton 
School District, few if any 
children in GradeslV to V1 
have a similar opportunity 
and by no means all in 
Grades V11 to 1X, 

In the senior high, acom- 
plete matriculation program 
is available, as are good 
(and improving) programs 
in general and in business 
education, Lacking are off- 
erings in technical vocation- 
al subjects, but in this dis- 
trict there arevery few app- 
licants in these areas, and 
as yet their needs have been 
met by having them attend 
Edmonton schools at the dis- 
trict’s expense, It is safe 
to say that at least 95% of 
the district’s high school 
students have been able to 
find satisfactory programs, 
considering their abilities 
interests and aspirations, 
at Paul Kane High School, 

The school success of the 
district’s pupils, as meas- 
ured by results on Grade 
1X and Grade X11 depart- 
mental examinations, is 
substantially above the pro- 
vincial averages at both lev- 
els, Another measure of a 
school system’s success is 
its retentivity of pupils, In 
a stable community this isa 
valid criterion, but in this 
district, where almost every 
family have been newcomers 
within the last decade, this 
measure is both extremely 
difficult to determine and of 
doubtful worth, 


EDUCATIONAL SERVICES 
OTHER CHILDREN 


For other than average or 
normal children the district 
provides services superior 
to most systems ofcompar- 
able size and in some re= 
spects superior (and cert- 
ainly more accessible) than 


those in Edmonton, These 
include the following: 

1, A remedial room for 
certain handicapped pupils 
throughout the district, 

2. Remedial teachers in 
all schools where the prim- 
ary grades are taught, 

3, Opportunity rooms for 
severely mentally handicap- 
ped children. (The junior 


room is operated by School 
District #3, the senior by 
School District #6,) 

4, A high school prepar- 
ation room at Paul Kane for 
pupils who have not been 
successful at the Grade 1X 
examinations, 

5, A supervisor of guid- 
ance who also acts as att- 
endance officer. and has 
special concern for all chil- 
dren with serious school 
problems, 

6. Services purchased 
from the Winnifred Stewart 
and other special schools 
for grievously handicapped 
children, 

Special pre-employment 
programs are as yet not 
available to our children, 
but negotiations continue 
with Edmonton towards 
making them available, 


ANCILLIARY SERVICES 


These incluce the following: 

1, Health: The valuedser- 
vices of the local health unit 
are comparable with those 
available to Edmonton chil- 
dren, 

2. Pupil Transportation: 

As in Edmonton, trans- 
portation is provided all 
pupils living one and one- 
half miles or more from 
school, 

3, Textbooks: In Edmone 
ton School District No, #7 
textbooks are loaned with- 
out charge inGrades 1 
through 1X but beyond that 
level, pupils must buy their 
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own, In our system, text- 
books in all grades are 
rented at 25% of the list 
price of the books, on the 
average, 

4, Recreation: Because of 
the joint-use agreement op- 
erative in St, Albert, the 
facilities of both school dis- 
tricts and of the town are 
much more available to 
school children than is 
the case in Edmonton, 


SUPERVISION 


With full-time supervis- 
ors of instruction for both 
elementary and secondary 
grades, as well as for guid- 
ance, classroom teachers 
have more assistance avail- 
able to them, proportionat- 
ely, than do Edmontonteach- 
ers, 


EDUCATIONAL COSTS 


The Underwood McLellan 
report indicates that in1966, 
latest year for which Ed- 
monton figures are given, 
St, Albert #6 spent $480 per 
pupil per year, on the aver- 
age, in comparison with Ed- 
monton’s $500 andSt, Albert 
#3's $501. In 1968 St, Albert 
Separate and Public spent 
$646 and $690 respectively. 
No doubt the Edmonton av- 
erage had also increased 
in the two-year interval, St, 
Albert in 1966 received 
48.6% of combined municipal 
and school revenue from 
senior government grants; 
Edmonton’s figure was 
34,0%, 

School tax ratas (includ- 
ing the provincial Founda- 
tion Program rate over 
which the school districts 
have no control) in 1968 
were about 45 mills in St, 
Albert, 42 in Edmonton, In 
this connection, differences

Friends and neighbours 
have held three house warm= 
ing parties for the Frasers 
and they proudly display

There are two children 
still at home, eight year old 
David and Ruth, 18, who is

BORN HERE 


Bill Fraser, 64, was born 
in St, Albert, as was his 
mother Mrs, Louise Bel- 
court, who is well past 90, 
Bill has worked ‘‘off and 
on’’ for the Ross family for 
more than 40 years, having 
been steadily employed by 
Mr, Neil Ross for the past 
eleven years, 


‘Things sometimes got 


pretty rough,’’ he admits, 
The family has suffered ser- 
ious set-backs, “I had my 
leg crushed and spent 13 
months in hospital,’’ Bill 
says, ‘‘I was in a cast for 
two years and on crutches 
for two and a half,’’ 

During that time Mr, Fra- 
ser earned his living buying 
and selling horses, 


EARLY DAYS 


Bill Fraser is full of 
anecdotes on life in St, 
Albert 40 = 50 years ago, 
and it does not take much 
prompting for him to part 


with several colorful | 


stories, 

“T must have been about 
nine,’’ he says, ‘‘when one 
of my friends came running 
into the schoolyard, saying 
there had been a bad mishap 
on the bridge, A steam en-

gine which had been used 
to pull a threshing machine, 
had fallen through the 
bridge, killing one man, It 
took them several months 
to take that engine out, piece 
by piece,’’ 

Mr, Fraser remembers 
riding the street-car into 
Edmonton ‘‘for 50 cents a

“Back in 1912 some 18 
head of horses were killed 
in a fire in the livery 
stable,’’ Mr, Fraserre- 
calls, “My step-dad, John 
Belcourt, got the contract 
to dispose of the carcasses,

In 1939, disaster struck 
again, Commissioned to

six weeks, 

When he got out, he did 
two things, First of all, he 
took himself a bride and, 
12 days after the wedding, 
joined the Southern Alberta 
Regiment, Because of medi- 
cal reasons, Mr, Fraser 
did not go overseas, 

The Frasers haveone son 
serving with the PPCLI, 
another son is in the Air- 
force where he was a meme 
ber of the Golden Hawks 
ground crew, A daughter 
also was in the Airforce, 
before she married, 

Mr, Fraser is a descen- 
dant of Simon Fraser, the 
explorer and fur trader.
